OIL FOR FUEL. 


1C Proves a Practical and Economical

to nse some smokeless fuel on account of 
the white buildings, but other advantages 
have been shown by the experience of six 
months. 


It has been found that oil is cheaper than 


coal, and gives belter results. The ',heat 
which it furnishes is absolutely uniform, 
tbere is no smoke and no ashes. 
Fewer 


men are necessary about boilers h'red with 
oil, as the service of firemen or stokers auc 
men to handle ashes is unnecessary. The 
ratio between coal and oil has been founc 
at the fair to be 133 1-2 calls of oil to the 
ton of coal; that Is. the 60,000 galls, of oi 
consumed aatly In furnishing power and 
heat lo the fair is equivalent to 450 tons o 
good lump coal. Averaging coal at 15 tons 
to the car load, the exposition managemen 
would have had bo handle. 30 carloads o 
coal per day. There would have been, be 
3:.des, about 10 carloads of ashes to han 
die. 


The 12 oiljtanks have a storage capacity 


of 15,500 gallons. The 52 boilers in use, 
a.Igrcjratins 21,075 h. p., consume 00,000 
gaJIc-us of oil per day. Tinder 
these 52 


boilers are 210 oil burners, each sending 
put a jet of atomized oil l-18tU of an inch 
In. diameter. The boilers-and furnaces are 
ittended by 12 men on each, watch, wliere- 
is If eoal were used 50 men would be re- 
tuired on each watch.

He testified tlirouph 
an Interpreter that he was 'J2 years of a^e 
and lived at the time of thp. assaiilt.Augnst 
IS, ou Caliot street. On the dav In ques- 
tion lie vras at his cousin's (Clermont"s) 
Louse, and had bi^en drinking beer, wine, 
etc. 
He was ordered out, because of a dis- 


turbance, and exhibited a large scar on 
his head, which lie claimed was the result of 
a blow from Clermont. On cross-examina- 
tion witness saij that he had but two 
drinks in at the time of Dssault. Witness

changed hats. This hat evidence caused 
quite 11 discussion ns the witness spoke 
poor Enplisb and understood with dfficulty 
the questions put to him. 


John Breault wanted an enterpreter but 


he didn't get one, us he seemed lo be able 
to talk English fairly well. 
Witness said 


that'.hesaw Clermont and C'hampacne ficht^ 
ing on Cheever street, corner of Cabot. He 
stood on the bridge, and saw Champagne 
take a straw hal and change it with some 
other fellow. He also saw Champagne 
knock down Clermont.

Officer Breault testified that he arrested 


Clermont, and asked where the knife was 
which he used, sod f.he latter took out the 
knife produced ia court, and said he cut 
him with the large blade, and would kill 
him if he get another chance.

had not much evidence to give. 


Clermont denied that he cut Champagne

Vorhees Bill May Be Acted Upon in a 


Week. 


WABHTSOTOX, Oct. 25,-There vrra an 


easy going and conservative action in the 
senate yesterday afternoon, which not baa 
bten observed In that body since "tfco re- 
peal bill was taken up for dlecusslon In 
AuBust lost. The announcement of an 
afrreemgut that a vote be taken had no 
more than Deen made and come to be sen- 
er&lly understood than the senate resumed 
it* wonted manner of going on with busi- 
ness without regard to the presenOB of a 
quorum and with, duo concern for the 
bodily welfare of members shown b y clcm- 
Ing its labors at 4 o'clock. 


After Senator Faulkner moved a recess 


two hours in advance ot the usual hour , 
most of tbe members remained in the} 
chamber chatting among themselves and I 
with those who chanced to stroll In us if 
they had Jusc returned from along journey 
and had not yet had an opportunity to 
talk it ill over, or as If they had become j 
accustomed to the long hours, and become 
nttnched to the chamber that they felt 
loathe to leave it earlier than usual. 
"When at last they got out and found tha 
BUQ still shining—an unusual'experience 
with them of late—incmt of them dro\va 
lone breath of relief. They realized ap- 
parently for tbe first time that tlie end wng 
really neoj sad began, to ma'ie plans for 
the future. 


May Adjourn Next TTeoIc. 


Left to himself and with only his own ' 


personal convenience und comfort to con- j 
Elder, each senator would probably decide \ 
iu favor of adjournment immediately after 
tbe passage of the repeal bill. Most at the 
Republicans aud the Populists nnd many 
of the Democrats said they expected con- 
gress to adjourn early next week until the 
first Monday in December.

ators Hoar and Gorman refused to answer 
the question lit. all, saying it had not been 
canvassed. 


The Conference. 


The conference of silver Democrats yes- 


terday was to decide whether filibustering 
should be resorted to, and the question of 
the possible defeat p£ the bill nnd the 
delay of.'its passage were discussed. They 
simply canvassed the situation and con- 
cluded that it was not wise policy to 
attempt lomako good the promise r.hey 
had made Monduv.to the silver Republi- 
cans of makjng further opposition to tha 
bill by the use of obstructive tactics. They 
made that pledge while laboring under a 
feeling of resentment over tho defeat of 
their compromise measure.. 


After weighing the subject fully, they 


concluded that while their constituents 
would Justify them iu mating us strong a 
fight for silver as they could make in a 
legitimate aud regular way, tueir people 
would not endorse them in resortinc to 
filibustering methods. 
They nlso recog- 


nized the fact that with a majority iu .die 
senate against them they would be com- 
pelled to yield sooner or later, and that if 
they should succeed in getting any con- 
cession whatever, it would be of very small 
consequence. 


•Furthermore they contended that it the 
Mttlement' of, the question should, be 
longer delayed. tha business depression 
would be laid at the floors of silver. .Tak- 
ing all these matters into consideration, as 
the-y also did the physical condition of 
members of the senate on both sides who 
havo been through the long siege, they 
concluded to repress their resentment and 
field at once. • 


'Con,Gdent PopalJsti. 


Senator Harris was chosen to carry the 


message to the" Republicans. Immediately 
afterward a halt was called upon a fili- 
busterer, aod tbe long flight was prac- 
tically at an end. The Republican silver 
men conferred among themselves briefly 
and agreed that It would be a wnste of 
time aud in every way foolish, because in 
the end futile, to continue the fight. The 
flliree Populist 
senators had agreed to 


Ibide by the decision of the Republicans. 


"Ws were ready to go on," said Senators 


Peffer and Kyle ia uaion, "and could have 
continued the fight, but wo are "willing 
to quit when both ot the old parties do so. 
Tha fight has gone on long enough and 
has terminated in u way to show that 
neither oC these parties is frieudly to 
silver. We feel badly to have silver re- 
ceive this setback, but politically we view 
the situation with complacency. We. can- 
not mourn, for it is not even a defeat. \Ve 
expectL-the result; to make millions of votes 
tor the Populists." 


The silver Republicans aad rep eal Re- 


publicans made a mild but ineffectual ef- 
fort to unite forces before the close by 
bringing Sherman and Teller together, 
but they soon found that they could not 
unite upon B. measure that would stand a 
likelihood of receiving the necessary ma- 
jority to insure its passage. The .repeal 
Republicans expressed themselves as will- 
ing to support a bill providing for the 
pirchftsa mad coinage of 2,000,000 entices oE 
silver per month, until Jan. 1, 1S96, and 
also providing for the issuance of JtXKljpUO,- 
COO worth of bonds. 


The silver Republicans did not consider 
that this proposition offered them much 
znora in thelncerest'of silver than the Dem- 
ocratic compromise measure which was 
knocked over yesterday. They also said it 
will be impassible to get in position, to get 
the support necessary to pass the bill from 
the Democrats or Populists. 


Sherman said that he was contemplating 
the introduction of a boud bill, and that it 
would probably Incidentally make some 
provision for the use of silver.

OIL FOR FUEL. 


Jt Proves a Practlcnl and l^conOLulcal 


Method at Jnckgua Park. 


In -view of the fact that the Tremont and 


Suffolk mills and the IT. S. Cartridge com- 
pany have used oil for fuel, the following 
Item is of special interest: 


The practice of using oil as fael at 
the 


World's Fair has proven a great benefit, in 
many ways. It was absolutely necessary 
to use some smokeless fuel on account o'f 
the white buildings, but other advantages 
have been shown by the experience of six 
months. 


It has been found that oil is cheaper than 


coal, and gives better results. Tlie '.heat 
•which it fumishei is absolutely uniform; 
there is no jmoke and no asues. 
Fewer 


men are necessary about boilers lired with 
oil, as the service of firemen or stokers and 
men to handle ashes is unnecessary. 
The 


ratio between coal and oil has been found 
at the fair to be 133 1-2 galls of oil to the 
ton of coal; that is, the 00,000 galls, of oil 
consumed daily in furnishing power and 
heat to the fair is equivalent to 450 tons of 
good lump coal. Averaging coal at 15 tons 
to the car load, the exposition management 
would have had to handle 30 carloads of 
coal per day. 
There would have been, be- 


sides, about 10 carloads of ashes to han- 
dle. 


The 12 oilltanks bave a storage capacity 


of 15,500 gallons. The 52 boilers in use. 
aggregating 21,075 h. p., consume 60,000 
gallons of oil per day. 
Under 
Ihesc 52 


boilers are 210 oil burners, each sending 
put a jet of atomized oil 1-16111 of an inch 
in diameter. The boilers and furnaces are 
attended by 18 men on each watch, where- 
is if ooal were used 50 men would be re- 
autred on each watch.
